This was announced Friday morning | 
by George E. Faugsted, chairman of 
the board of directors of the El Dorado 
County Fair Association. 


Chairman Faugsted reported that , 
Arnold N. Weber and Clarence Col- | 
lins, of the fair directorate, were at San | 
Francisco Thursday attending the an- 
nual meeting of the Western Fairs 
Association. Mr. Weber returned on 
Thursday evening and Mr. Collins | 
planned to remain through the Friday 
and Saturday meetings of the asso- 
ciation. 


“The Western Fairs Association,” 
Faugsted explained,” is an organiza- 
tion which meets to outline the dates 
for various fairs throughout the state 
of California and in some nearby states 
so that dates may be arranged without 
conflict, and so that dates may be ar- 
ranged on a schedule which creates 
what you might call a regular circuit 
for those fair attractions which move 
from one fair to another. 


“We have asked for dates for the 
1938 County Fair to be set sometime 
during the first two weeks of October. 
Of course, we won’t know definitely 
about the matter until Mr. Collins fe- 
turns.” 

Faugsted said the fair directors feel 
that the dates suggested will likely 
be marked by favorable weather, and 
were also considered advantageous in 
connection with plans for the display 
of fruits of the county, as well as 
other resources.

IN NATION: $3 DAILY 
AND BOARD 


Statistics prepared under date of 
January 14 by the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture and released 
today through the San Francisco of- 
fice of Associated Farmers of Califor- 
nia, Inc. again provide proof that! 
California farmers are paying their | 
workers more than is paid for similar 
labor 
tion. 

The official governmen figures show 
that in California the average farm 
wage is $3.00 per day, without board. 


The average for the country as a whole ' 


is $1.61 per day, or a little more than 
half what is paid in this state. 

The lowest wage, 80 cents daily, pre- 
vails in South Carolina. The highest 
wage outside California is paid in Con- 
necticut and averages $2.85 daily. In 
Oregon the average is $2.35 and in! 
Washington $2.60. 

“These government statistics,” 
Fred Goodcell, executive secretary of 
Associated Farmers, 
proof that California growers have 
been paying fair wages to their work- 
ers. The farmers here compete in the 
nation’s markets with the farmers in 
all other sections of the country. It is 
economically impossible for them to 
continue to raise wages while their

ticipation in a third. 

| Hoover and his agents had recovered 
the bodies of Charles S. Ross, 72, kid- 
|nap victim, and J. Atwood Gray, An- 
| ders’ accomplice, both slain by An- 
ders. 

Hoover revealed that Anders had 
confessed kidnaping John and Olivia 
Borcia, of Lake Geneva, Wis., last Sep- 
tember 2. Borcia was released at once 
and Mrs. Borcia was held but two 
days. His agents, Hoover Said, were 
checking the possibility that Anders 
had participated in a third kidnaping. 

“The Mattson case?” 

“No comment,” Hoover snapped. 

Charles Mattson, 10, was kidnaped 
from his parents’ home in Tacoma, 
Wash., and his mutilated body was 
found before his parents could pay the 
demanded ransom, His brother and sis- 
ter, who saw the kidnaper, were taken 
to San Francisco Monday by federal 
agents to view Anders. 

However, Dr. William W. Mattson, 
father of the dead child, said in Ta- 
coma yesterday that his children had 
not identified Anders. 

Hoover characterized Anders as “one 
of the most atrocious, cold-blooded 
killers I’ve ever seen.” 

He said there was “no evidence so
